DISTURBED AND UPSET 


"We are extremely disturbed 
and upset by the mayor's 
failure to replace Hsieh with 
another Asian in such an 
Important commission,” said 
Michael Chan，president of 
Chinese American Democratic 
Club， "Her latest actions 
reinforce the perception in the 
Chinese American community 
that the mayor Ususally does 
DOotnerepDIRCGNRanEA AS 
commissioner with another 


qualified Asian because 
Asians' are not an integral part 
of her politycal scheme" 

AS examples，Chan cited the 
.Board of Permijt Appeals、 
Public Utilities Commission 
and the Police Commission.， 

Last year several leaders of 
the “Chinese  _ community 
Sharply criticised Feinstein for 
not appointing enough Chinese 
Americans to city boards and 
commissions. Among them 
were 了 enry Der，Louis Hop 
Lee，Benny Yee and George 


Suey. Only Tom Hsieh 
expressed a contrary opinion. 
During his December 12 


appearance at the Chinese 
American Democratic Club， 
Hsieh repeated his assertion. 
"The mayor excels in 
appointing Chinese 
Americans,”he told the _ Club. 
He also promised to advocate 
for an Asian replacement 
when he resigns. 

"It is ironic that Hsieh's seat 
is not now occupied by an 
AsSian,"” said Chan. 

"It is _ clear that Chinese 
Americans are not part of 
Feinstein"s agenda,"” said 
Henry Der，executive director 
of Chinese for Affirmative 
Action. "She is more 
interested in taking care of 
her friends or people with 
money than appointing  a 
commission that reflects the 
ethnic diversity of the city. 


She slighted the Chinese 
American community." 
DISAPPOINTED 


Hsieh responded to the new 
appointments by saying，"Like 
eveTyone else，Tm disap- 
pointed.” He said that prior 
to0 Feinstein's announcement， 
"we had a discussion and she

I indicated the very serious 
concern of the community on 
this matter.” 

Hsieh Said he resigned 
from the police commission 
"because ITm in the process of 
considering running for public 
office -- no Specific seat. 

He Said， "There were 3 
number of Chinese Americans 
who were considered for the 
police commlission. There 
were qulite a bit of difficulties 
trying to come up with a small 
number of Chinese Ameri- 
cans.” He declined to name 
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Statewide Campaign Underway for Nov. Ballot 


Los Altos Spearheads Drive 
For English-Only Movement 


LOS ALTOS - Bya vote of 4 
to 0, the Los Altos city council 
last month adopted a fieso- 
lution declaring English the 
official language of the city. 

TIhe resolution reads， 
"Whereas，the adoption of 
English as the official 
]anguage of Los Altos brings 
official recognition to the 
principle that a common 
language is necessary to 
PITeserve the internal unity 
Tequired for political stability 
and cohesion; now therefore 
be it resolved .… that English 
is hereby adopted as the 
official language of the City 
of Los Altos." 


OTHER CITIES 
Los Altos now joins Alameda 


and Fillmore as the only Cali- 


fornia cities to pass such a 
resolution.， The effort to 
declare English as the official 
language in Small towns and 
cities throughout California is 
part of a more ambitious 
Scheme to make English the 
official language of Cali- 
fornia. 

Last year，Pboth Monterey 
Park and Alhambra，two 
SUuburbs of Los Angeles with 
Significant Asian populations， 
encountered Similar efforts. 
The issue has sharply divided 
these two communities along 
Iacial lines. But so far the 
proponents have not been 
SUccessf ul. 

In SF，Supervisor Quentin 


.disagreed and 


Kopp has been pushing for a 
Similar resolution， 

California English Cam- 
paign，a statewide organj- 
zation affiliated with US 
English， a national or- 
8anization founded by former 
US Senator S. 1. Hayakawa，is 
planning to launch an ini- 
tiative drive on January 1S$ to 
soliclit 800.000 signatures in 
150 days to qualify for the 
Novempber 11 state ballot. 
According to Dinesh Desai 
of Los Altos，an immigrant 
from India who proposed the 
resolution，the city councips 
decision will help _ California

DIVISIVE 


During the debate，Dr. Allan 
Seid of Asian Americans for 
Community Involvement was 
given five minutes to speak 
against the resolution. He 
urged the council to_ delay 
action to Study the matter 
further and suggested that the 
resolutlion may be unconsti- 
titutional，Both Robin Wu of 
Chinese for  Affirmative 
Action and Enrique Valen- 
zuelja of Mexican Legal 
Defense and Education Fund 
were denied opportunity to 
address the council. 

City Attorney Robert Booth 
the council 
approved the resolution with 
Mayor Terrence Cullinan ab- 


sent. Joining the unanimous 
vote was Counclilman Roger 

Eng, a Chinese American. 

Wu told the Los 4lios Towmwm 
Crier that the resolution was 
divisive without accomplishing 
anything positive. She said 
the resolution was "ironic 
given the Strong Spanish 
heritage" of the city. 
Furthermore，the resolution 
"Seems to indicate that Los 
Altos wants to continue to be 
a city that's 95 percent white 
and English speaking,” she 
Said， It is a form of "subtle 
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ENGLISH ONLY: RACISM BY ANY NAME 


lt ls hardly a historical accident that the campaign，begun 
three years a8o, to make English the official l]anguage of the US 
is now picking up steam in California，the state with most 
people whose primary language is not English、Instigated by US 
English，the California English Campaign is now undertaking 3a 
statewide campailgn to collect 800,000 signatures by April 20 to 
qualify for an initiative on the November ballot that would 
make English the official language of California.， So far the 
8rOupP has gained publicity and presumably political points by 
winning the Support of a few predominantly white,small towns 
in California in its Single-lssue campaign. 

It ls ludicrous for the group's sponsors to suggest that the 
campaign is not racially motivated，、Since the overwhelming ma- 
jority of new immigrants in the last two decades have come 
from non-English-speaking Asia and Latin Amerlica, the intent is 
to dilsenfranchise the new Americans and to make life harder 
for them. 

English has always been the official language of the US，The 
founding fathers of this nation did not even see the necesSsity of 
including an English mandate in the Constitution even though 
several janguages besides English were in Use. It has never been 
a prerequisite for paying tax，military draft or public service. 
No one to our knowledge has ever proposed a substitute. 
However，English has not been the native tongue of most of the 
millions of immigrants who have made the US their permanent 
home and who have had to struggle hard，qluite willingly and 
eagerly， to acquire the language.， The latest immigrants from 
Asia and Latin America are most painfully aware of this fact of 
life and have been doing their utmost to learn English through 
varlious means within an increasingly hostile environment， 

The California initiative to make En8glish the official language 
Ireminds us therefore of two Successful California initiatives in 
the past. Even though they differ in specific contents and 
language，they concur in their intent，which is to exclude racial 
minorlties.、 The first was the campaign to adopt the 1879 
constitutioa which included provisions against the hiring of 
Chinese ln both public and corporate sectors and denied Chinese 
the rilght to own and inherit land and to exercise the prlivileges 
of electors in _ California The other was the Alien Land 
Initiative of 1920 through which Japanese Americans were 
barred from owning and inheriting land in _ California Both 
were adopted in the height of anti-Asian hysteria and both were 
Subsequently declared unconstitutional. 

DEBATE 


During the' 1879 debate，Henry Larkin 0f EL Dorado county 
argued，"This State Should be a State for white men…. The 
State has the right of self-preservation. It is the Same rilght 
that a man of family has to protect his house and home. We 
want no other race here. The fniture of this republic demands 
that it shall be a white man's government，and that all other 
races shall be excluded.” Similarly，during the 1920 debate， 
David P， Barrows，president of the University of California， 
stated that it was "imperative...:to hold in the hands of 
American families the ownership and tillage of the land，” and 
added "I should wish to see (Japanese) Ownership and holdings 
of the soil liquidated,，but (without) financial injustice， 

The political language of the 1986 initiative 1Ss of course 3 
iot more refined and sophisticated.， Take away the rhetorics of 
preserving "internal unity”and the imperative of a “common 
language" and "political Stability and coheslion;” yoU are 
immediately exposed to the raw，simple racism，not unlike its 
predecesSors in California history. 

Given the current political climate 本 intolerance and raclal 
antipathy，we will not be*surprised if the English=only initiative 
is eventually adopted. This of course does not mean it is rlght. 
Much less should it mean that we should not recognize it for 
what it really is and fight against lt all the way.

BEIJING  - The Chinese 
government announced 1ast 
week that the Simplified 
Chinese characters which have 
been in use Since late 1950s 
will be maintained and

dialect) promoted widely. 

A national conference on 
Chinese language and writing 
will be held here from 
January 6 to 13 to map out 
the_ future of language and 
writing reform. 

Many languages and dialects 
are Spoken and used through- 
out Chlina. In addition to the 
Chinese language _ and its 
numerous dialects，there are 
four major minority languages， 
spoken mostly by the minority 
groups in the South west. 

In 1958，China developed the 
Pinyit System，an alphabetic 
System ortuDc 国人 OF 
Prionghnia，in an effort to 
Improve national communi- 
cation and to increase literacy 
among her population. The 
System has Since been adopted 
worldwide.

San Diego. 

IThe Southeast Asian 
problem is particularly 
complex,” stated Robert 
Keldgord in the report. 
He ls the chief probation 


officer in Sacramento county. 
"Presently, law enforcemnt has 
only alimited understanding

Major crimes commijtted by 


SOUtheast ASsian gang 
members，according to the 
Teport，are crimes 3a8ainst 


property and extortion for 
protection and /or kidnapping. 
The task force members also 
stated that the victims in 
these cases are mainly other 
Southeast Asians and that 
， they are often afraid to report 
”the crimes to law enforcement 
， officials because they fear 
， retaliation from the gang 
Imembers. 


"Further， the Southeast 
Asians,” Said Keldgord，"tend 
to be Susplicious of the legal 
System and law enforccement， 
making their adherence to 
court orders difficult.” 


PROGRAMS 


According to the report， 
there cuUrrently are DO Specific 
Servlces 0OT programs in the 
State tt0 prevent， divert or 
rehabilitate Southeast Asian 
youth gang members. 

IThe 11-member task force 
Tecommended that the Gang 
Violence Suppression Program 
be”、expanded to provide 
funding to existing Southeast 
0 community 
organizations to establish a 
gang prevention and 
intervention program. 

In additon，the members 
encouraged loca.l 1 a w 
enrforcement agencies and 
Probation debartments to 
recruit individuals with 
various ethnic backgrounds 
and billingual Skills. 


OTHER GANGS 


The 59-page Teport by the 
task force also cited emerging 
gang problems associated with 
heavy metal， punk rockers and 
Satanlc grIoups，as well as 
youth -gangs -in -geneTal. 
According to the report，there 
are approxlmately 600-800 
youth 8angs in the state，of 
which,， -Los Angeles is 
estimated to have a 
membership of 5$0,000.

COOPERATION 


In recent years there has also 
been increasing cooperation with 
Scholars from abroad. In 1979

agreement with UCLAS Asian 
American 'Sttdies Center to do re- 
Search on Chinese emigrant fami- 
lies in Taishan (Toishan) county. 
The joint team spent several 
Imonths researching library and ar- 
chival collections as well as con- 
ducting interviews with returned 
Overseas Chineseand their families， 

Although much of the informa- 
tion and data So collected have yet 
toO be completely analyzed and the 
fndings published, the project suc- 
ceeded in stmulating research into 
different facets of the Taishan emi- 
gration experience. So far most of 
the papers produced have concen- 
trated on Chin Gee Hee and the 
Sunning Railroad. One of the ar- 
ticles abridged was published in 
472erasza Foumzdl (NOo. 1，1982). 

In June 1981，Zhongshan Uni- 
Verslity，UCLA and the University 
of Hong Kong Signed _ another 
agreement to compile blbliogra- 
philes of historical materials on the 
Overseas Chinese in Guangdong，

Research on overseas Chinese 
history ils still in a developmental 
Stage in the Peoples Republic of 
China. Although the quantity and 
quality of studies have increased 
Since 1978; there is a gap in schol- 
arly expertise due to the_ Cultural 
Revolution. Older，more knowl- 
edgeable researchers are close to 
retirement，Wwhile the younger 
Scholars Still have not gained the 
depth which comes from experi- 
ence. 

A number of papers on Overseas 
Chinese have also been published 
in recent years. In general，many 
Works place emphasis on the foL- 
ljowing areas:; (1] ) the reasons the 
eImlgrants left China,(2) their con- 
tributions to China，(3) their in- 
fuence on their native areas. How- 
ever one factor hampering research 
is the poorly catalogued library col- 
lections. Howeveb there are many 
useful materials available. 

Forexample,Iwasatthe Zhong- 
shan Library in Guangzhou and 
SawWnewspapers from theUS which 
I have not Seen here， A _ recent 
bibliography published by the 
Overseas Chinese Historical Soci- 
ety also lists a number of inter- 
esting ltems. 

ACCESS 


Another Polint 1s that research- 
ers lacked access to Source mate- 
rials on the Chinese abroad，and 
existing materials are often inade- 
quate and not Up to date. In addi- 
tion to thlis, China was cut off from 
research from abroad for almost 
three decades. Many Scholars have 
not keptup with the latestdevelop- 
ments in the feld. Another factor 
ls thaty as in the US，the field is 
narrow and lts not easy to fnd 
people entering the feld. Thus 
InOSt researchers have been those 
in OVerseas communications his- 
tory, in SouUtheast Asian history Or 
American historvV. 

了 owever with China's new em- 
phasls on Overseas Chinese affairs， 
it Seems certain that rapid Progress 
can be made In overseas Chinese 
research during the nextfew years. 
The increasing number of schol- 
arly exchanges _ between the two 
nations will offer exciting OpPPor- 
tunlties for researchers in this 
country and China to work to- 
gether and develop historical inter- 
Pretations cOvering the full range 
of the overseas Chinese experience. 

FEinally a few brief words on the 
Situation in Hong Kong. The sta- 
tus of overseas Chinese research 
has lagged much further behind. 
However there are rich materials 
to be reaped from the archives. An 
OVerseas Chinese Archives is also 
being started at the Chinese Uni- 
VerSlty. Also there are anumber of 
institutions there with Strong con- 
nections to the overseas Chinese， 
Such as the Tung Wah Hospitals， 
Po Leung Kuk,，Jinshan Zhuang， 
Nam-pak Hong,etc. Unfortunate- 
ly, however many of the materials 
are in Private handsand diffcult of

Research on Overseas 
Chinese is Growing 
Rapidly in China 


By H. M. LAI 


During the first half of the 20th 
century，as a Chinese American 
mlddle class began to increase in 
number and Sink roots into the 
JUs, interest in their group histori- 
cal experlence in America began to 
grow. However although some his- 
torical works were published be- 
fore World War II it was the post- 
war perlod that Saw great activity 
in this field. Research took place 
both in the Chinese_ community 
and in the unlversities. 

There were community histori- 
ans who wrotein Chinese and those 
who wrote in English. Most of the 
historlans writing in Chinese bad 
ready access to coOmmunity SOUrces 
and thelr works described China- 
town events and personallties with 
great detail. The methodology was 
traditional and descriptive，and 
theoretical frameworks developed 
ln the modern Social Sciences were 
Seldom used . 

History was Seen primarily as a 
Struggle by the Chinese, as a group， 
to achleve Success in American SO- 
ciety. There were few attempts to 
analyze crltically the contradictions 
and struggles within the Chinese 
American community，as well as 
dynamilcs and processes which gov- 
erned the communitys develop- 
ment. The emphasis was on the 
Cantonese segment of the popula- 
tion in the Chinatowns. 

These historians were few in 
number and worked as individuals ; 
thus there was no continuity in 
their research efforts. Since they 
wrote in Chlinese only，few in 
larger Society have been aware of 
their studies，and their infuence 
has been limited basically to: those 
in the USA who read Chinese, and 
personnel in overseas Chinese af- 
fairs departments on the Chinese 
mainland and Taiwan. 

CIVIL RIGHTS 

Historlans writing in English 
have had a Chinese American Per- 
Spective. Thelr rise can be traced 
to the civil rights movement in the 
Us in the 1960s，during which 
time the Chinese Historical Soci- 
etles of America (CHSA) was 
founded (San Francisco, 1963). In 
later years four other Societies 
arose: the Hawall Chinese History 
Center (Honolulu，1970)，Chinese 
Historical Society of Southern Cali- 
fornia (Los Angeles，1975$)，New 
York Chinatown History Project 
(New York City，1976)，and the 
Chinese Historical Society of the 


Pacifc Northwest (Seattle，1980). 
Closely allied with these groups is 
the Chinese_ Culture Foundation 
of 9an 上 ranclisco (1963). These or- 
ganlzations play an important role 
in disseminating information on 
Chinese American history through 
publications, exhibits, recording of 
oral history and collecting and pre- 
SerVing historical documents and 
artifacts. 

The demand of ethnic minori- 
ties for equal rights during the 
1960s and 1970's also stimulated 
university researchers in history， 
Sociology，archaeology，and other 
disclplines to _ become more inter- 
ested in research on Such groups， 
including the Chinese of America. 
More important，this social fer- 
ment resulted in the founding of 
Asian American Studies (AAS). 

Established as part of a wider 
movement for social change in 
American society，AAS critically 
Te-examined American society and - 
history and the role of the Asian 
Americans therein. The programs 
and individuals in the programs 
have many ties with the _ ethnic 
communlties. In the feld of Chi- 
nese American studies the Univer- 
Sity of California at Berkeley and 
at Los Angeles has collaborated 
with the local Chinese historical 
SOcietles tO Sponsor conferences， 
exhibitions, oral histories and pub- 
lications. In 1978 CHSA deposited 
lts archival and publications hold- 
ings atUCB AAS library to start a 
major research collection devoted 
to Chinese American Studies II 
is such collaboration which will 
facilitate and ensture greater deveL- 
opment of the field.
